BRAVO, CAPELLO! 


by Lou Gautier 


‘There were plenty of cynics to be heard when Fabio Capello was appointed coach 
of Milan in the summer of 1991. 

Many people felt that Capello had an impossible task; his managerial experience in 
Serie A was limited to the last five weeks of the 1986-87 season, yet here he was taking 
over again, with Milan now the most powerful club in Italy, maybe the most powerful 
in the world. 

Silvio Berlusconi had appointed Capello to succeed Arrigo Sacchi, now Italian team 
manager. And Berlusconi was proved right. 

Milan stormed to the championship, and Berlusconi was able to appear beside Capello 
and say, “Here stands the novice who supposedly would have to wait five or six years 
before gaining success.” 

Capello had the job of building on that success, and that too was thought impossible, 
Even though the club had spent big money on new players during the off-season, what 
could be better than going through a season undefeated as Milan had one in 1991/92? 
Capello knew the answer - to win the Champion's Cup, wiping out the memory of 
defeat by Marseille in 1991. 

Itis now, of course, history that Milan were again thwarted by the French champions, 
this time in the final in Munich on May 26, but the club did again win the Italian League 
and created a new run of unbeaten championship games - 56 before Parma ended the 
sequence. 

Fabio Capello was bom on June 18th, 1946, in Pieris, in the north-east of Italy. His 
late father played a prominent part in the boys development and when Fabio was only 
12 the pair set off for Ferrara and a trial with Spal. On arrival they were welcomed 
by the man in charge, Paolo Mazza, who eventually guided Italy to the 1962 World 
Cup Finals, Mazza was impressed and assured Capello a future place. 

He progressed further with semi-pro outfit Valdagno, and Spal obtained the option to 
sign him in spite of offers from Milan and Juventus. 

He made his debut for Spal two months short of his 17th birthday in 1963 - just before 
Milan beat Benfica 2-1 at Wembley to win the Champions’ Cup for the first time. 
After four seasons with Spal, Capello joined a Roma team coached by the master of 
catenaccio, Helenio Herrera, and his first honour arrived in 1969 - the Italian Cup. 
‘The following year was a turing point, when Capello was transferred to Juventus. He 
eamed the first of three league titles in Turin, and in May 1972 entered the 
international scene in a 2-1 defeat in Belgium. He went on to represent the Azzurri 
32 times, scoring eight goals. 

Capello was a classic playmaker, with a keen eye for goal and the capacity to find his 
colleagues with precision passing. 

In 1976 Capello moved to Milan in exchange for the uncompromising Romeo Benetti, 
his midfield partner of 24 intemationals. Capello secured his fourth title in Milan, and 
a second Italian Cup medal, before retiring at 34, to join the coaching staff. 


BERLUSCONI THE VISIONARY 


Silvio Berlusconi is the world’s best known sports club President - of that there 
is no doubt. 

Love him or hate him, he leaves no-one indifferent. 

‘The 56 year old media magnate became AC Milan's 21st President on March 24th, 
1986. 

In these seven years, Milan regained their aura as Italy’s most influential club and a 
world favourite.

The romantically popular European Champions’ Cup is almost certain to be trans- 
formed into an international club league with the likes of Rangers, Manchester United, 
Marseille, Real Madrid, Benfica, Ajax, Bayem Munich and Milan taking part. 
Pressure has been building up over the last four years towards the creation of some sort 
of European League - with Berlusconi very much at the forefront to reform. 

He has made no secret of his belief that the future strength of the game is Europe lies 
with increasingly powerful intemational club competitions generating television and 
sponsorship income which could, in tum, subsidise the smaller clubs.

EDDIE THOMSON'S | 
"DREAM TEAM"

The “Dream Team” can finally start fantasising about a berth 
in the World Cup finals, with all indications suggesting 
Australia’s finest-ever national team has the talent, and the 
experience, to go all the way to USA next year. 

The star-studed Socceroos overcame their toughest physiological 
hurdle with the recent Oceania play-off success against the oldest 
nemesis, New Zealand. Victory over the two legs in Auckland and 
Melbourne was especially sweet for those survivors of the 1989 
campaign, when our World Cup hopes were dashed by a fired-up 
Kiwi team at Mt. Smart Stadium. 

This time around there was no repetition of the same mistakes, and 
a comfortable 4-0 scoreline on aggregate confirmed coach Eddie 
TI" <son’s wisdom is basing his side around the rich seam of 
foreign-based professionals. While these players may be uncom- 
fortable with the “Dream Team” tag, the fact remains that on paper 
the Socceroos can now boast the strongest side in their history. 
For the Oceania playoffs, Thomson nominated 10 expatriates in his 
20-man squad. Of those, sweeper Ned Zelic (Borussla Dortmund), 
strikers Frank Farina (Strasbourg) and Graham Amold (FC Liege), 
midfielder Aurelio Vidmar (KSV Waregem) and Robbie Slater 
(Lens), and goalkeeper Mark Bosnich (Aston Villa), are of true 
international quality. Slater, in particular, was a revelation while 
Zelic, despite being affected by hamstring problems, left litle doubt 
that sooner rather than later he is going to develop into one of the 
finest liberos in the world. 

A measure of the depth of Australian talentcame in the fact that two 
European-based professionals Vlado Bozinoski ( Ipswich Town) 
and Milan Blagojevic (Germinal Ekeren), could not force their way 
into the team against New Zealand, while a core of other expatriates 
notably Paul Okon (Club Brugge), David Mitchell (Swindon 
Towin), Ernie Tapai (Stoke City), Lou Hristodoulou (Panathina- 
ikSy, and Jason Kearton (Everton) couldn’t even make the squad. 
There is litle doubt that, ultimately, the Socceroos will field a team 
comprising entirely of foreign-based players. And the achieve- 
ments against NZ proved the merits of this approach. 

Certainly the Socceroos will be better for having spent a fortnight 
together during the Oceania playoffs, and playing two tough games 
in between. Having never played together before the series, the 
Socceroos were always going to struggle for cohesion, and so it 
proved. 

With those teething problems out of the way, the team should 
improve by another 20 or 30 percent when the World Cup campaign 
resumes late next month against Canada. Representatives of the 
Canadian team were in Auckland and Melbourne to run the rule over 
the Socceroos, and have reported back to coach Bonny Lenarduzzi 
that their next opponents will indeed be worthy adversaries. 

For the playoffs against Canada, which kicks off in either Vancou- 
ver or Edmonton on July 31 before the return leg is held at the 
Sydney Football Stadium on August 15. Thomson is sweating on 
Okon regaining his fitness in time. Thomson sees the former youth 
international as the final piece of the jigsaw, the only player capable 
of assuming the playmaker’s role with some distinction. 

With Okon in the middle of his midfield, and with Arnold, Slater, 
Farina and Vidmar offering plenty of attacking power, the Soc- 


ceroos should have no trouble scoring goals. Ironically it is 
defence, an area which has been the strength of the team for the past 
three years, where concerns are now being raised. 

Against New Zealand the new-look pairing of Dominic Longo and 
Alex Tobin never really gelled, and Thomson in weighing up his 
options which include resurrecting the careers of Andrew Marth or 


Andrew Bernal, or perhaps shifting the versatile Mehmet Durakovic 
into a marking position. Whatever transpires, the clear message is 
that the defence needs to tighten up if the Socceroos are to progress 
to the World Cup finals, 

To prepare for the games against Canada, the Socceroos are likely 
to assemble in Europe midway through next month. With somany 
of his players based in Europe, Thomson agrees that the easiest way 
for him to get a hold of his expatriates is to have one or two warm- 
up games on the continent. English champions Manchester United 
and top German club Borussia Dortmund have been mentioned as 
possible opponents. 

Certainly the Socceroos will need to prepare properly for the contest 
against the Canadians, who have made great strides in international 
football in recent years. Like Australia, Canada now boasts a 
number of European-based professionals, and at least five of these 
- Alex Bunbury (West Ham), Paul Peschisolldo (Birmingham City), 
Frank Yallop and Craig Forrest (Ipswich Town) and Randy Samuel 
(Fortuna Sittard) - are likely to line up for the first leg. 

Having watched Canada in last month’s decisive CONCACAF 
qualifier against Mexico, Thomson has a healthy respect for his next 
opponents. “Believe Me, they are a useful side and play a lot more 
creative football than people give them credit for,” he said. 
Fine-tuning his own team is now the priority, and these matches 
against AC Milan provide the perfect opportunity for some of the 
fringe candidates to stakeaclaim. The world’s best club side could, 
arguably, be a semi-final contender at next year’s World Cup - that 
is how strong the Italian champions are. In that context, the 
Socceroos will geta firm idea of whatis required when they host AC 
Milan tonight and tomorrow night.

But | think times are changing 
and have been changing for 
some time. It has, in fact, been 
some years now since Australian 
soccer veered into new direc- 
tions, culminating in what we saw 
in the second game against New 
Zealand earlier this month. The 
Australians struggled at times to 
maintain concentration and there 
were periods when the Kiwis 
seemedio threaten. Butinterms 
of style, the two teams were not 
on the same ball park. 

That was natural, given that al- 
most a team worth of the 
Aussies were from elite, profes- 
sional homes in Europe. Butthe 
point is that it was Australia that 
produced them. It was here, in 
this country, that Ned Zelic grew 
up and was found to be good 
enough to play in Dortmund and, 
if rumours are right, even Turin 
or Rome. 

Much has happened in Austra- 
lian soccer in the last decade or 
two, which did not happen in 
New Zealand, to create the cli- 
mate that produces such players 
and a difference football empha- 
sis. Among them have been the 
national league, its money and 
its profile; the emergence of an 
adult generation of Australian 
players spawned by participants 
of the 50's and 60’s migrant 
boom; and the vast exposure to 
top quality and the most varied 
brands of football provided by 
SBS television.

We've seen, and our 
coaches have seen, a myriad of 
styles, tactics, playing forma- 
tions, playing attitudes and fol- 
lowed, through the SBS micro- 
cosm, the evolution of the game. 
SBS' other contibution to football 
-and that’s what the editor asked 
me to outline here - has been the 
Profile it gives to the sport. And 
frankly how many people 
watched it, what the ratings 
showed, had nothing whatever to 
do with it. 

The SBS soccer profile - always 
at prime time, live whenever 
possible, leading its sport reports 
with it, the number of hours dedi- 
cated to it etc - has given the 
sport the kind of credibility it 
deserves as the world game but 
which, in Australia’s curious 
sporting culture, it never had 
before, 

The point is that, even when a 
soccr program rates low on SBS, 
all of the soccer population 
watches it. And that high profile 
translates into a sweeping self 
confidence for those involved in 
the game, brushing away the 
inferiority complexes the game 
suffers from when relegated be- 
low rugby and cricket on other 
networks. 

In short, SBS has been and 
remains soccer's guardian, a 
wall of protection against the 
forces of resistance and those 
who would prefer not have it infil- 
trate Australian culture. 

The AC Milan we are about to 
see tonight represents the apex 
of what makes football the 
world’s most glamorous and im- 
portant sport. Australian fans 
have been luck enough to have 
seen Milan often enough in the 
past to have the very sport influ- 
enced by its style, its tactical 
approach and the class of its 
players.

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From Glenorchy to Milan

SBS may well have its largest audience ever In Tasmania 
tonight, when Dominic “the Animal” Longo steps out to mark 
either Papin, Van Basten or Massaro at the Sydney Football 
Stadium. The young lad born in Hobart, of Italian parents is 
the classic case of a kit who shouldn't have made it. 
Not because he hasn't got the ability, but because its a lot easier 
to make it in Aussie Soccer if you are from a capital city. The 
marvellous thing is that Dominic is now a great role model for all the 
“country” kids in Australia to show that if you have ability and the 
added determination and the willingness to learn, you can over- 
come the odds. 
He doesn't command the media profile of a Bosa (Bosnich) or aNed 
(Zelic) but his story is worth telling and if it helps one other kid make 
it, then certainly Dominic will be delighted. 
5 ic started to play his soccer at Dominic College (now 
probably named after him) in Glenorchy, Tasmania. He shared a 
class with Paul Hudson now starring for Hawthorn in the AFL and 
they were both the two star athletes of the school. This in 
Tasmania meant that the priests and brothers were earmarking 
Dominic for a full forward position in the school Aussie Rules team. 
His family support, particularly of his dad, Luch (a star player in the 
sixties) ensured that he overcame the pressure and stuck to his 
soccer career. 
He joined the Hobart Juventus Soccer Club as a teenager and 
made his State League debut at the ripe age of 14 when he was in 
grade eight! Not abad start, and soon he was selected in the State 
Junior Team for Tasmania. Playing for Tasmania in a National 
Talent Identification Program can be daunting. Particularly if you 
are a defender, though usually all eleven players fulfil that role 
when playing against NSW or Victoria. Dominic's size and his 
leadership qualities stood out and he was spotted by Ron Smith at 
the Institute of Sport and offered a Scholarship. Usually atthe AIS, 
players develop their physical qualities and Dominic was no excep- 
tion. The planned diet and extensive weights gave him the mus- 
cular development that is so vital to his game. However the Insti- 
tute also greatly improved his tactical and technical ability. Ron 
Smith coach of the AIS said, “Dom didn’t have the greatest tech- 
nique with the ball, but he was a superb tackler. We spent many 
hours working with him and Steve Horvat and Shaun Murphy on 
playing out from the back. It was very difficult at first for him, 


he got punished afewtimes, but his temendous character ensured 
that he stuck with the long term goals.” 

Dominic started his International career at the AIS, by playing for 
the Joeys in 1987 in Canada. Bruce Stowell the coach at the time 
said that Dominic was like a rock at the centre of his defence and 
started to show great leadership qualities. The preparation then 
was not as good as today and Dominic held together a defence lit- 
erally getting to know each other game by game. 

He progressed to Les Scheinflug's 1989 Youth Squad and then if 
it wasn't enough having clawed his way from Tasmania, he then 
‘did a cruciate”, the injury which ruins so many careers. The crazy 
thing was that it wasn't in one of his famous bone crushing tackles 
but as Dom said himself, a sniper got him as he turned and his leg 
just gave away. Dominic followed Les to Blacktown to make his 
CCSL debut and then the bad luck hit him again ... his othercruciate 
ligament went. Les Scheinflug said, "How can any player be so 
unlucky? But what more can you say about a player who comes 
back from two knee operations of this nature. He is a real profes- 
sional.” 

A move to Newcastle after his recovery ensured that Dominic 
started to learn his profession amongst the men of the CCSL and 
all the time National Coach Eddie Thomson was keeping an eye on 
his progress. The A.S.F. has a Planned Talent Identification and 
National Teams Program and once a player enters the system at 
the Joeys his progression is consistently monitored. Eddie chose 
Dominic for the Olyroos and millions of people around the world 
saw the calibre of his defending. Amongst those million was a 
Belguim Club and soon Dominic was swopping parttime football in 
Newcastle for the life of a full timer in Brugge. 

Thomson said when he called him up to the National Squad, that 
, “Every team has to have a balance between ball players and ball 
winners and Dominic certainly wins the ball. | would love to have 
seen him play against Kosmina ... it certainly wouldn't have gone 
the distance but it would have filled the ground.” 

So the quiet young Tasmanian marking Papin tonight has over- 
come geography, terrible injuries and been one of the three players 
to play for all four National Teams (Bosnich and Corica being the 
others). He is the classic role model for young kids a real gentle- 
man off the pitch who really has made it the hard way. ... Maybe 
Papin will wish that Longo was playing full forward inthe AFL... who 
knows what the limit is ... hes won every battle so far.
